3.  General  .Account  of  tho  prohibition  of  smoking  under 
the  Wang  C-ovarnmont, 

At  tho  beginning  of  1944»  tlie  government  of  ’./ciij;  Ching- 
v/ei  ostublishod  a  throe-year  pix)  ram  for  supu'esoing  opium 
smoking  ejad  issued  nev^  regulations  prohibiting:  the  use  of  opium 
and  other  n«"rcotics, 

With  tho  promul£,ation  of  these  i^'nletions  tho  old  sys¬ 
tem  of  anti-opium  administration  was  rcorganinod  but  to  ozpoot 
opium  addicts  in  a  country  ca  vast  as  China  to  bo  clltiinoted 
’.dthin  tliree  years  vn.s  regarded  as  an  ortreraoly  bold  political 
measure.  The  anti -opium  end  narcotic  regulations  vroro  issued 

in  a  series  during  February  and  Wrrch  1944;  0  resune  of  these 
regulations  is  as  foUov.-o; 

1-  Tho  prohibition  of*poppy  cultivation;  strict  prohi¬ 
bition  of  illicit  manufacture,  smurgling  and  illicit  traffic 
in  opium  and  narcotics; 

2-  l-icgistration  of  opium  and  narcotic  addicts,  fjic 

registration  v/us  to  bo  completed  by  lu'fust  31st  of  tho  first 
yGB.T, 

3-  hcfistorcd  opium  ond  narcotic  addicts  v/cro  to*  bo 
treated  end  cured  v/ithin  throe  yocre.  In  tho  first  year,  one/ 

finh  of  all  patients  wore  to  bo  cui-csd'by  Karch  31st‘ of  the 
rollo\;in;,  year;  and  in  tho  second  year,  naif  of  tho  romaindor 

v/ero  to  bo  healed  b*-  Larch  31st  of  the  foUov^ing  yoar;  in  tlio  ‘ 
third  yci-r  a.11  o:?  th..  rom?  iidcr  v;ore  to  bo  complete ]y  healed 
by  Mirc’i  31st  of  the  follo’.-/inR  year. 
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4-  i’oi*  th.  troatmcri.t  of  oIk?  opium  and  n..i'cotic  addicts, 
all  hospitals,  official  and  privrto,  slifll  be  obliged  to  receive 
patients  and  to  tici’t  t.’-ea.

Thus  the  Anti-Opium  ’Bureau,  ’which Mvas  formerly  the  sup¬ 
ervisin'-  office  for  the  inti-opiiua  policy,  and  '"cni'T-Chl  Sluin- 
T'anr.  (Sljan';;h  i)  aiid  Fu-J’ir.^-T’OiJL  •  (Canton)  otc.  v/Iiich  were 
priv.'to  ronopol’’-  or',anix.:tiono  for  opium  r.nd  narcotics  were 
abolished  end  the  '  .  h  ^^nti -Opium  Gcncrrl  Bureau  vms  estab¬ 

lished  in  Shanchai  uniting  all  cnti-oplim  orcanlzat ions.  Tever- 
the  less,  owlnf;  -bo  the  Vc  st  rcrion  covered  considerable  dif¬ 
ferences  were  inovit:.  bly  noticed  in  cctu.  1  ar>piiootion ,  even 
thqu'h  each  locality  fo.loivod  the  effici'-'l  instructions  in  prin¬ 
ciple  . 


Opium  re^uD.r.tionc  and  administrative  ricasui'cs  under  the 
^l^^^inc  Government  v;oro  not  veiy  different  from  those  mon- 
obovo,  but  bo-fch  seemed  to  bo  fra*  from  obteininG  th«  ir 

goals. 


■»/hen  I  had* on  occasion  to  visit  the  Aj^tirO plum  General 
Bureau  in  Shanghai,  I  aslxid  the  chief  as  foilo\.s: 

“Do  you  believe  in  your  viltim-to  success  in  solving  this 
drfflcult  t:;\sk  xirrcly  through  the  readjustment  of-  regulations?"

•The  .Tn;a.nc3o  Govermaent  maiii'fcaincd  a  strong  .stand  in 
i\ndcring  indirect  .help  to  the  enforcoaent  of  tho  opium  policy 
in  China  v/honover  requests  vrorc  iiado  by  the  C.hinooc.  first 
the  Liaison-’  Office  of  tlic  hoain  ar.d  L  tcr  the  rinancial  Section 
of  the  Embassy  took  part  in  this  service  end  consular  polico  in 
each  place  assisted-  in  maintaining  this  ccntrcl,  'The  Japanese 
Government  adopted  a  non-interf orcr.oc  policy  in  this  regard, 
preferring:  that  C-^rdna  herself  deal  -.dth  matters  concerning  China, 
and  took  an  attitude  of  coop>,rating;  ’..it-i  the  Chinese  Anti -Opium 
Polic5’-  based  upon  the  spirit  of  the  Irtornationr.  1  Opium  Conven¬ 
tion,  But  because  of  C.-.-in' ’s  request  for  Japan's  cooperation  in 
procuring  the  opium  necessary  for  the  onforocuent  of  tlie  Anti- 
Opium  Policy,  Jap.‘.n  \ic.s  misunderstood  in  vc.rious ’ways ,  but  both 
China's  rbquost  ai-id  Japan's  cooperation  v/cro  inevitable  results 
of  tho  policy. 

Supply  and  demand  of  opium  in  China  ’,;crc  os  follovs : 
though  China  prohibited  cultivation  of  poppy  for  years,  illicit 
cultivation  x/as  mrdc  to  sane  extent,  (It  ’.yos  the  so-ccllod 
“cultiv.. tion-by-p:iying  '-•unisliricnt ,  moaning  socr.-t  cultivation 
v/cs  coniiived  in  by  -blio  t.uthori tics  to  v/hem  penalties  v/ore  paid 
in  ^.drej.oc).  In  spite  of  the  extensive  illicit  cultivation  of 
POppy»  internoi  supply  was  al’.mys  shoit  and  the  gap  ;vas 
filled  by  the  importition  of  Iranian  and  Indian  opium.  The  stop¬ 
page  of  the  impor-b  tion  of  opivun  fo.lloiying  the  outbreak  of  tho 
East  Asia  \.ar  resulted  in  the  demand  for  obhei  sources  of  sup¬ 
ply,  ard  consequently  Jap  Mongolian  and  Sinldang  opium  v/oa  im¬ 
ported  blirough  the  cssistiinco  of  O'ajc.n,  This  tonpage  of  impor- 
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tction  of  Ir.uilrn  and  Indian  opiiun,  \;hich 
0  ri'ica  on  by  the  noolotajico  of  the  H-ltish  Governmont,

Though  there  is  no  knov/lng  why  the  Anti-opium  Bureau,  an 
organ  for  the  ex'=.':ut.lon  of  the  aforementioned  anti-opium  3-year 
plan,  was  eso.?bi ’..'hen  at  Shanghai,  instead  of  at  Nanking,  Shanghai 
was  a  special  area  where  official  sale  of  opium  paste  was  not  per¬ 
mitted. 

After  the  c'^ose  of  the  ’'^orld  ”ar  I,  the  opium  problem  in 
the  Orient  come  to  draw  th-^  attention  of  the  world,  being  dis¬ 
cussed  with  L'sir*.  by  intelligent  younger  generation 

of  China.  S;.'.:ce  -r-en  Shanghai  be  a  me  the  nontre  of  the  anti- 
opiuM  cenpa:'.;:’..,  but  it  haa  an  appearance  of  a  home  of  opium  ad¬ 
dicts  partly  beooune  of  its  heLig  n  free  city.  Aoide  from  the 
fact  that  tliere  were  so  men;/  opium  smokers,  Shanghai  v/as  a  tran¬ 
sit  port  for  ii'L..cit  spie.s  :>f  opiv.r.i  and  other  nai’ootics  for  Cen¬ 
tral  Chine  and  the  Sonen  Sea  isioj.us 

Moreover,  opium  has  helped  to  a'^centuate  the  financial  char¬ 
acteristics  of  the  cn:.y,  and  cpiuM  ha.v  become  the  most  popular  ob¬ 
ject  of  speculation  next  to  gold  bullion. 

The  aforementioned  Kungchi  .Sheii.tong,  ao  agency  for  opium 
traffic,  with  its  base  at  Shanghai,  v/cs  cond’^cting  its  business 
both  in  the  northern  and  southern  regions,  according  to  instruc¬ 
tions  by  the  Anti- Opium  Bureau,  The  total  annuax  consumption  of 
opium  in  and  around  Shanghai  v/as  given  as  1,000,000  tael. 

South  China  District: 

At  Kwantung,  a  monopoly^ agency,  the  Fumln-tang,  which  Was  a 
monopoly  agency  under  the  supervision  of  the  Anti- opium  Bureau, 
annually  pirduc^d  opiiitr  paote  to  the  total  v«>lue  of'l,CCC,'X0 
teci  and  sold  it  in  behalf  of  the  Bure<su.  In  this  district  there 
was  also  a  shortage  of  op.ium  puste  -'ov  cf''3clp‘l  sale,  and  Mon¬ 
golia  produced  opium  could  barely  setiefy  the  demand,  consequently 
the  purchase  of  privntyly  produced  opium  was  attempted.  However, 
this  proved  unsuccessful. 

In  Canton  there  were  "Chirh-yen-lieisos,"  infirmaries  for 
opium  addicts,  which  a] poared  co  be  modeatly  successful  as  com¬ 
pared  with  those  In  other  districts. 

At  Hongkong,  during  the  nilit''ry  occupntlon  by  the  Japanese 
forces,  an  auti- oplv.m  poliev  was- es coblished  under  the  Governor 
Dsnoral's  edmiristratlcn.  end  v.he  cfflc'al  :.ale  of  opium  paste  was 
conductod  bv  the  Yueben  Co. ,  3  mononoly  agency,  using  as  the  b^sic  ' 
figure  some  21,000  opium  addicts,  registered  during  the  former 
Hongkong  Government. 

Under  the  Be.itlsh  administration  antl-opiiun  facilities  were 
comparatively  well  ergani^^ed  in  tnis  district,  and  the  Japanese 
adninistratio)!,  ii  xts  course,  had  .-iri bended  to  put  into 

practice  sn  Tiiti  policy  In  cecn  di.s-:rjVt  mertioned 

above,  acccraing  cj  the  Inror/u.  t I'nial  Opium  Trerty,  somo  formal 
measures  for  uprooting  the  op'.u::  mating  habit  v/ere  adopted,  such 
as  the  regist/f  ti.'.n  of  opium  /nldicts.  a  complete  control  of  the 
sale  of  opium  paste,  limitatlciis  on  the  amount  of  its  official  sale 
and  medical  treatment  of  it.-:  a.ddic:.-:.  Nevertheless,  the  present 
author,  who  had  devoted  himself  to  the  anti -opium  work  in  Monchou- 
kuo  over  a  long  period,  could  not  help  regarding  »11  those  measures 
as  superficial  end  unsubstantial.  .r 
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Next  a  brlrf  reference  will  bo  nac’e  tc  the  anti-opium  poli»-\. 
adopted  in  the  Southern  regions, 

Malay  Sector: 

Prior  to  the  ’"crld  ’"ar  II,  Indi*"^  opium  had  beer  imported 
Into  this  distribt  by  the  British  Government,  It  was  refined  in 
opium  works  at  Sing-^pore,  and  sold  under  Government  monopoly  sys¬ 
tem,  After  the  fall  of  Singapore,  the  Japanese  military  adminis¬ 
tration,  in  following  the  example  of  the  British  '’dminlstratlon, 
adopted  an  almost  similar  policy. 

Of  course,  opiur  addicts  here  were  also  registered.  But  mor 
of  them  were  Chinese  overseas  merchants,  and  the  offici'’!  sale  of 
opium  paste  appeared  to  have  been  conducted  chiefly  "over  the 
counter,"  no  natter  whether  the  buyers  were  registered  or  not. 

Despite  the  fact  that  in  the  t-alny  sector  tho  registered 
opium  addfcts  totaled  around  110,000,  af'  ernual  consumption  of  opli 
paste  amounts  to  1,POO,000  t^hil  (1  tahil  -  37*?  gf*)  In  every 
province  of  this  district  ar.ti-opium  laws  had  been  enforced  one 
after  another  since  the  first  decade  of  this  century.  These  laws, 
though  more  or  less  diversified,  according  tc  different  provinces, 
were  all  drafted  in  conformity  with  the  spirit  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Anti-Opium  Treaty .  They  v/ere,  however,  so  ineffective  that 
it  might  be  said  they  all  but  left  th‘»t  vicious  habit  uncontrollec 

Under  the  Jeoarese  administration  the  anti -opium  campaign  w 
carried  on  almost  in  the  same  v/av  as  under  the  British  administra¬ 
tion. 

Java  Sector: 

The  anti-opium  policy  adopted  by  the  Dutch  Government  in  th: 
district  also  follov/ed  the  pattern  of  that  by  the  Malay  District, 
An  excellent  opium  factory  at  Djakarta  (T.K.  Batavia)  produced  an¬ 
nually  about  900,000  tahil  (1  tehil  -  37.?  gr.)  of  refined  opium 
paste. 


In  Java  opium  addicts  were  registered,  exclusive  of  those 
in  major  cities  and  port  areas.  It  is  estimated,  therefore,  th't 
the  registered  number  of  about  90,000  constitute  only  a  part  of  t. 
actual  number  of  addfcts. 

In  this  district,  unlike  other  districts,  more  addicts  were 
found  among  the  native  Inhabitants  than  among  the  Chinese  merchan 
Raw  opium  consumed  there  seemed  to  come  mostly  from  Iran. 

Thailand : 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Opium  Monopoly  Bureau,  the 
total  registered  opium  addicts  totaled  200,000,  the  annual  consum 
tion  of  opium  was  approximately  970,000  tsmln  (T.N.  as  of  194-1) 
and  illicit  cultivation  of  poppy-plants  and  snuggling  of  opium  we 
never  done.  It  was  said,  however,  a  ccnsidera'olr  amount  of  poppy 
plants  were  illicitly  grown  in  tho  frontier  districts  end  th^t  in 
addition,  annually  about  1,500,000  tael  of  opium  was  smuggled  fro 
Burma  into  this  district, 

A  large  number  of  opium  addicts  are  found  among  the  Thailan 
ders  as  well  as  among  the  Chinese  merchants  here.  Usually  Thailan 
ders  prefer  eating  opium  paste  while  Chinese  merchants  like  to 
smoke  it  v/ith  opium  pipes.  The  licenses  for  opening  of  opium  dens 
"yenllns",  are  obtained  annually  through  auction, 

French  Indo-Chino  ;  The  annual  consumption  of  opium  in  French  In:* 
China  is  estimated  at  about  60  -  120  tons.  The  addicts  are,  for 
thf  most  psrt,  Chinese  merchants.  It  is  said,  however,  not  a  few 
opium  smokers  are  found  among  French  nationals. 

Needless  to  say,  these  French  6plum  smokers  are  not  regls^ 
tered  as  they  ere  leg''lly  forbidden  to  smoke  opium. 
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Llko  in  otlior  districts,  horc  aro  enforced  also  anti- 
opiuri  laws  basod  upon  tho  Intornitional  Opium  Treaty,  and  thoro 
is  soon  another  likoniss  betwoon  this  district  and  others  in  res¬ 
pect  of  tho  hair-hoartod  attitude  of  tho  authorities  tov;ard  tho 
anti-opium  work.  It  is  said  poppy  plants  are  privately  culti¬ 
vated  in  the  district  up  the  Nekonp  liiver. 

Burma  District. 

The  annual  constmiption  of  opium  In  tho  Burma  district  is 
•about  1,500,000  tael. 

In  this  district  registration  of  opium  addicts  is  limited 
to  Chinese  merchants  only.  Accordingly,  tho  amount  of  the  sale 
of  opium  paste  vuader  the  official  monopoly  system  is  corres¬ 
pondingly  not  considerable.  In  this  district,  hov/over,  household 
medicines  called  "Hemp"  and  others,  containing  opium,  are  popular 
among  the  people.  Dosldes,  the  cultivation  of  poppy  plants  and 
private  extraction  and  possession  of  opivmi  are  permitted  \/ithln 
limited  quantities.  The  amount  of  the  domestic  consumption  of 
opium  should  not  be  made,  therefore,  regardless  of  those  facts. 

The  cultivation  of  poppy  plants  is  permitted  in  a  limited 
area  on  the  Salwoen.  Its  annual  production  is  estimated  at 
about  500,000  tael,  v/hlch  is  not  sufficient  to  cover  domestic 
consumption.  Accordingly,  they  had  to  rely  upon  opium  imported 
from  India.

Outline  of  Anti-Opium  Policy  Adopted  by  Former 

l<lanchoul^uo 

'Afhen  it  was  first  ostablished,  the  former  Manchoukuo  daoldad 
to  forbid  the  uso  of  opium  and  other  narcotics.  In  Kovembor  1952, 
tho  Anti-Opium  Act  v/as  promulgated  as  an  ordinance  of  the  State 
Council,  and  at  the  same  time  a  rescript  was  given  to  tho  people 
in  the  name  of  tho  Premier  ordering  them  to  break  their  national 
habit  of  the  us 3  of  opium  and  other  narcotics. 

Simultaneously  with  tho  issuo  of  tho  Opium  and  Narcotics 
Act,  the  nev.'  gov.3rnment  set  about  the  task  of  the  long  noglectod 
adminlstratlvo  readjustment  which  was  necossary  for  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  tho  now  act.  After  a  close  study  of  the  question  by  the 
Council  on  Pooplo’s  Welfare,  tho  10-year  plan  for  the  antl-opl\am 
campaign  v/as  formed  and  officially  annoxmeod  on  October  12,  1957* 

In  tho  oxocution  of  this  10-yoar  plan  tho  Manchoulcuo 
Govornment  paid  the  utmost  attention  to  the  practical  method  for 
effocting  a* radical  cure  of  tho  reglstored  addicts,  totaling  to 
an  amazing  figure  of  820,000  within  10  yoars. 

It  was  natural  that  various  plans  for  the  nodical  treatment 
of  the  roglstcrod  -arldiats  .  which  were  prescribod  in  tho  onforco- 
ment  plans  of  the  10-fear'  Anti -Opium  Policy,  rorulred  an 
enormously  large-scale  mechanism.  At  the  outsat  five  anti-opium 
hospitals  wore  projected,  but  later  their  nviraber  v/as  quickly 
doubled  and  furhter,  plans  v/cre  formed  to  build  ono  hospital  of 
this  kind  in  each  of  the  provinces,  cities,  prefectures  and 
Mongolian  villages • 
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Thus  -it  tho  jnd  of  19)'!  tv'o  mtloml  hospltils  and  ir9 
nlnor  ones,  Includlnr^  thoao  ostablishod  rospjctlvoly  by  provlncos, 
cltias  and  longolian  villaf;js,  had  boon  cainplatod  and  thoy  v/oro 
ronamod  "Kancshonc-yuans" .  Tho  smallor  of  thopo  hospitals  v/as 
oqulppad  -vlth  50  bods  and  tho  larcor  as  nany  as  590  or  moro,  oach 
addict  bolng  pornittod  to  rocolvo  hospital  troatmont,  as  a  rulo, 
for  '1.5  d^ys* 

Prior  to  tho  ostabllshmont  of  Manchoukuo,  tho  unlawful 
cultivation  of  poppy  plants  f^onorally  provailod  throughout  tho 
rocion  as  tho  result  of  Tang  Yulin's  shaia  anti-opiuni  policy 
’•'hich  h-j  had  practiced  in  Johol.  But  at  tho  end  of  19^-1*  con¬ 
current  with  the  prohibition  of  private  cultivation  of  poppy 
plants  In  all  tho  provinces  except  t’wo  ^longollan  villages  in 
Johol  and  ’Vost  Hsingan  Provinces,  tho  business  control  of 
purchase,  manufacture  and  sale  of  opium  was  placed  under  tho 
government  managoment,  whereby  a  complete  system  for  controling 
tho  use  of  opium  and  other  narcotics  v/as  ostabllshed.  In 
January  19l'.0,  tho  inti-Oplum  Bureau  v/as  ostabllshed  with  the  aim 
in  view  of  strengthening  and  vuilfylng  the  anti-opium  campaign, 
and  unremitting  offorts  were  made  for  matorlallzlng  the  10-Yoar 
\nti-0plum  Plan. 

But  this  laborious  medical  work  of  curing  opium  addicts, 
toward  which  Kanchoukuo  had  made  such  tremendous  offorts,  was 
facod  v/lth  a  sad  falluro.  Under  "North  China  District"  mention 
was  already  made  as  to  the  difficulty  of  tho  medical  treatment 
of  chronic  morphine  addicts.  Kancheukuo  had ^ spent  an  enormous 
svim  of  money  in  the  management  of  the  Kangsheng-yuans ,  and  their 
v/oll  organized  large-scale  facilities  may  have  boon  unparalleled. 
Ml  theso,  however,  brought  an  oxtromely  poor  result.  The  addicts 
v’ho  wore  admitted  to  the  Kangsheng-yuans  totaled  tens  of  thousands 
a  year.  The  closer  one  looked  into  the  precontage  of  tho  addicts 
who  relapsed  into  the  vicious  habit  after  they  had  loft  tho  hos¬ 
pital,  the  more  disappointing  facts  wore  ravoaled,  which  amazed 
thoso  concerned.  The  percentage  of  those  v'ho  again  took  up  the 
opium  consuming  habit  after  they  had  been  discharged  from  tho 
hospital  as  completely  cured  through  the  "gradual  reduction 
troatniont"  was  closely  studied  and  by  way  of  coping  with  tho 
sad  situation  a  conclusion  was  reached.  It  is  as  follows: 

(1)  It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  givo  mental  guidance 
together  ”'lth  moral  training  to  those  opium  addicts,  as  opium 
poisoning  usually  causes  not  only  nhyslcal  disorders  but  also 
a  collapse  of  v/lll-pov/or  and  conscience. 

(2)  i*if7hty  percent  of  the  discharges  rolapsed  into  the 
opium  habit  v/ithin  a  month  after  their  leaving  the  hospital  (not 
a  few  of  them  only  a  few  days  after  they  v/ero  discharged),  and 
fifteen  percent  of  tho  rest  within  six  months  aftor  they  got  out 
of  tho  hospital.  In  view  of  these  facts,  it  is  necossary  to 
keep  the  discharged  under  supervision  as  long  as  six  months 
after  their  leaving  the  hospital. 

Thus,  the  \ntl-0pium  Bureau  took  tho  following  moasures; 

1.  Prolonging  by  two  months  tho  period  of  hospitalization 
in  the  Kangsheng  hospital. 

2.  Tho  replacement  of  the  management  of  the  Kangsheng 
hospital  as  a  spiritual  training  institute. 

5.  Education  during  hospitalization  and  the  entrusting  of 
tho  supervision  of  eplvim  addicts  aftor  leaving  the  hospital  to 
religious  moral  training  institutions.

Tho  adoption  of  tho  "Tunykuang"  nodjcal  troatmont  in 
Manchoukuo  made  possiblo  tho  truat:n:nt  of  opium  addicts  on  a  , 
largo  scale.  Because  it  produced  i  remarkable  difference  in  tho 
rocovery  of  their  health,  the  abo vo-tnantlonod  collective  labor  1 

service  was  planned  with  the  double  purposo  of  preventing  ro- 
addiction  and  of  cultivating  tho  spirit  of  labor.  The  following 
are  a  few  extracts  illustrating  the  groat  success  achieved  by  tho 
enforcement  of  the  various  measuros:  ! 

1.  Tho  Construction  of  a  Plume  in  ’A’uchang  Hslen  in  Pinkiang  j

\ddlcts  among  the  poorest  people  in  Tangyuan  Hslon  woro  “j 

made  to  organize  a  group  village  with  their  families  and  to  en-  , 

gage  themselves  in  the  construction  of  a  now  villago.  In  this  ■ 

village  a  barrol-manuf acturing  factory  v/as  nov/ly  ostabllshed  and 
by  combining  such  projects  as  v/ould  enable  the  village  children

Tho  construction  of  villages  for  cured  addicts  was  being  carried 
on  at  sovoral  places  in  tho  country  and  considerable  results  v/oro 
oxpectod  in  overy  one  of  thaw.

Since  I9I1I,  the  eighth  year  of  Kangteh,  the  clearing  of  opium 
addicts  in  this  province  was  planned,  the  Kangshong  Hospital  was 
moved  to  the  Hsitao  coal  mlno,  and  cured  addicts  were  assigned  to  | 

work  in  t'he  said  nine. 

Besides  tho  above,  many  substantial  results  ’"ore  achloved 
in  consoquencj  of  which  the*  anti-oploim  projects  in  Manchoukuo 
mado  rapid  progress,  but  it  should  be  said  that  it  was  partly  duo 
to  the  now  discovery  of  Ophnodln  , that  is,  "Tungkuang".  Tho  govern¬ 
ment  Invltod  Professor  M.iSVlAi*i:l  of  Harbin  Medical  College,  an 
authority  on  this  medical  treatment,  as  chief  of  the  nev/ly- 
ostabllshod  National  ^ntl-Oplum  Medical  Research  Instltuto  and 
had  him  devote  himself  to  the  study  of  the  medicine  "Tungkuang".

Thus,  at  tho  ond  of  tho  eighth  yoar  of  tho  10-Yoar  \nti- 
Opium  Policy  tho  romaindor  of  tho  rogistorjd  opium  addicts  who 
complotod  tho  euro  wis  only  throo  hundred  and  forty  thousand. 

But  since  a  strong-r  driving  force  was  necessary  in  order  to 
accomplish  tho  10-Yoar  Anti-Opivun  Policy  in  tho  remaining  tvo 
yoars,  the  government,  with  tho  idoa  of  making  a  further  advance, 
began  to  raako  preparations  for  tho  ostablishment  of  an  Anti- 
Opium  Association.  Thus,  the  Anti-Opium  Association  was  estab¬ 
lished  as  a  Juridical  person  by  an  Imperial  Ordinance  on  tho  1st  ^ 

of  January,  19W^•  This  was  planned  in  expectation  of  tho  dovolop- 
mont  of  an  anti-opium  movomont  by  tho  will  of  tho  pooplo,  on  tho 
plane  of  a  national  mobilization  by  combining  all  tho  power  of 
oducatlonal  onllghtonmont  of  oducatlonal  institutions  and  cultural 
organizations,  especially  rollglous  and  moral  institutions, 
throughout  the  country  in  addition  to  political  power. 

Jfloreover,  tho  intention  of  the  Manchoukuo  government  was 
that  tho  succossful  consummation  of  the  10-Yoar  Anti-Opium  Policy 
by  tho  oxtonslon  of  tho  anti-opium  movomont  in  tho  remaining  two  f 

yoars  lay  in  eradicating  tho  disgraceful  and  corrupt  custom  • 

which  had  boon  prevailing  for  three  hundred  years  by  the  solf- 
reallzatlon  and  strength  of  tho  pooplo  themselves. 

Of  course,  it  was  tho  plan  of  tho  Manchoukuo  government 
to  suspend  tho  supply  of  opium  paste  at  the  ond  of  1946,  the  tenth 
yoar  of  this  policy.  Together  with  tho  suspension  of  the  official 
salo  of  opium  paste,  the  reduction  at  once  of  poppy  cultivation 
to  those  for  medical  purposes  only  was  planned.  The  cultivation  1 

of  oplvun  undor  the  cooperative  system  of  Joint  managomont  of 
capitalists  and  laborers  conducted  since  1942,  was  first  planned 
on  the  understanding  that  the  cultivation  fields  would  be 
gradually  transferred  from  Jehol  and  V/est  Hslngan  Provlnco  to  } 

the  control  region  v/here  public  peace  was  woll  maintained.  j 

KU  TSU-HliNO,  the  Minister  of  Communications,  who  had  an 
enthusiastic  interest  in  tho  promotion  of  public  wolfaro  in 
Manchoukuo,  used  to  toll  me  as  follows:  "The  most  successful  of 
tho  policies  taken  by  the  Japanese  in  Manchoukuo  is  the  antl- 
opivun  policy,  and  this  has  borno  romarkablo  rosults."
